AN ELEVATOR, 


Gustav H. Nagle Relieved of

WAS JOSTLED BY THREE MEN. 


CIRCUMSTANCES SIMILAR TO THE 
ATTACK ON MR. JENNINGS. 


Robbery Occurred in the Chemical 
Building While the Car Was 
Crowded During the Rush : 
Hour—No Arrest 


Gustav H. Nagel of 1438 Monroe street, 
bookkeeper for the firm of 8. & M. Sum- 
merfield at 218 and 220 North Main street, 
was jostled by three men and robbed of 
$190 in a Chemical Building elevator at 1 
o'clock Thurs@ay afternoon. 

The three thieves escaped. The robbery 
Was reported to the police within a few 
minutes after it occurred. The detective 
department has been ‘‘working” on the case 
since that time. No arrest has been made. 

The conditions under which the robbery 
occurred were similar to the plan pursued 
by three men who jostied Robert 8. Jen- 
nings on a Broadway cable car in front of 
Union Market and robbed him of $1000 in 
cash and $80,000 in ehecks a short time ago. 

Mr. Nagel does not pretend to remem- 
ber the appearance of the men who robbed 
him, but it is the opinion of the police that 
the same men wro robbed Mr, Jennings 
secured Mr. Nagel’s money. And it is 
probable that in this instance the opinion 


of the police is correct, valueless though it. 


is as police protection, 

Another robbery, other than the Nagel 
case, was reported since the Jennings rob- 
bery, but it was not made public by the 
poiice. It is evident that three clever pick- 
pockets have arrived at the conclusion 
that the St. Louis police are “easy’’ and 
are “‘working’’ the town 

Mr. Nagel drew $200 at the Bank of Com- 
merce shortly before 1 o'clock. He received 
$10 in quarters, which he placed in a trous- 
ers pocket. The balance was in currency, 
as follows: Fifty rs ye in fives, $50 In 
tens and $90 in twos. Mr. Nagel placed the 
currency in a bankbook and put the book in 
his inside coat pocket. He wore no over- 
coat. 

From the bank he went direct to the 
Chemical Building and entered the elevator 
car nearest Olive street, on the east side 
of the corridor. 

The car was crowded. A woman and one 
man called to the conductor to stop at the 
fourth floor, The car stopped there and 
the two passengers got out. The elevator 
was about to start the car again when two 
or three voices cried in chorus: 

“Fourth! Fourth! Wait @ minute!’ 

Wihat seemed a general pushing and 
crowding in the car ensued. and three men 
worked their way from the back of the car 
to the door and stepped out hurriedly. 

Nagel was in the center of the commo- 
tion. He was squeezed and irritated by 
the squeezing.

RUMOR OF BRITISH LOSSES 


Reports From Dutch Sources Say That 
600 of White’s Men Were Killed 
ov Wounded. 


Associated Press Cable 
‘LONDON, Nov. 10.—Another rumor eman- 
@ting from Amsterdam sources says that 
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many ftntends that any westwardly exten- 
sioons of the Rhodesian lines shall connect 
with the proposed lin in German East 
Afr.ca, probably starting from Swakop, 
near Walfish Bay, which will be a much 
nearer route from England to Rhodesia 
than via Cape Town. 


Why So Few Casualties Are Reported 
From the Boer Bombardment 
of Ladysmith. 


It is reckoned by men who delve into 
such things that in battle not more than 
one in every 1000 projectiles of all descrip- 
tions and weight take effect. 

Competent authorities state that on the 
average it takes a ton of shot to kil one 
man. For instance, it has been estimated 
that in the Crimean 
French troops fired between them the enor- 
mous amount of 45,000,000 projectiles, re- 
sulting in the death of only 51,000 Russians, 
while on their side the Czar’s adherents 
killed some 46,000 of the allies with an ex- 
penditure of over 50,000,000 projectiles, this 
representing a death for every 1087 shots 
fired, 

The civil war returns, which were got out 
with very great care, showed that the loss 
to both the Federal and Confederates was 
about 7 per cent of the forces engaged, to 
bring about which involved the expenditure 
of nearly 22 hundredweight of ammunition 
per man. 

At the siege of Mezieres, in the Franco- 
German war, the Prussians threw no fewer 
than 197,000 projectiles into the ill-fated 
town: but. strange to say, less than 400 
people were Killed by them. Then at Trou- 
ville two people only were killed after 
some 27,000 odd shells had been discharged. 
At Sedan, however, the aim of both the 
Germans and the French showed a marked 
improvement, for after 20,000 projectiles 
had been fired nearly 9000 French and 
Prussians were killed, 

For the Sparish-American war the re- 
turns showed a tremendous amount of shot 
anG shell fired for very meager results. Of 
course, in this case, although the mortality 
was not great, the damage to earthworks, 
fortifications and government buildings

ALBERT AUGUST BECKER, A CHI- 
CAGO BUTCHER. 
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CRIME WAS. LIKE LUETGERT’S. 


Protested His Innocence and Said His 
Father-in-Law Was the 
Murderer. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—Albert August Beck- 
er, the German butcher who, on Jan, 27 last, 
murdered his wife, Rachel, and afterwards 
chopped up and boiled the remains in order 
to dispose of them, was hanged in the 
County Jail at 12:65 o'clock this afternoon. 

Becker’s neck was not broken by the fall, 
and it was 15 minutes before he Was pro- 
nounced dead. 

On the seaffold Becker protested his in- 
nocenece and declared George Sutterlin, the 
father of his second wife, was the real mur- 


r’s crime in many ways bore a re- 
markable similarity to that of Adolph Luet- 
Rert. 

Both of the condemned men were butch- 
ers, and the motive for the crime was tne 
fame in both cases—th@ cesire to get rik 
of the wife in order to marry a younger 
woman. The manner of coniumitting the 
crimes was also much th? same, dota men, 
according to the testimony, being extreme- 
ly brutal in the killing and both using the 
sume means to dispose of the body, by boil- 
ing and burning. It was proven at Beck- 
er’s trial that after killing his wife he had 
chopped her body to pieces, then boiled the 
remains on his kitchen stove, afterwards 
burying the remains.in various places. As 
in the case of Luetgert, the rings of the 
murdered wife pluyed no smail part in the 
testimony leading to the conviction. 4ike 
Luetgert, also, Becker endeavored to ex- 
plain his wife’s disapnearance by saying 
she had eloped with another man. SBecker 
made several confessions. In his first state 
ment he said he had drowned his wife in 
Lake Michigan. Later he .endeavored 
implicate in the crime the father of the 
woman whom he married efter murdering 
his first wife, and to the last he stuck to 
this version. 


CRUSH TO SEE ACTOR IRVING 


The Crowds So Immense That Riots 
Have Been Feared by the New 
York Police.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Two crushes at 
the Knickerbocker Theater where Irving is 
playing have barely fallen short of riots. 
At the matinee the rush to get in was made 
by }00 women. It was a sight never be- 
fore seen.

Hats 
were wrecked and dresses ruined. Women 
fought, scratched and screamed. No one 
was seriously injured. 

It required 15 policemen in command of a 
sergeant to hold in check the crowd.of fran- 
tie ticket purchasers which lined up at the 
theater to secure seats for the final week 
of Irving’s engagement. 

For a time even this force was unabie 
te prevent the stampede to the boxoffice 
window, and it was found necessary to lock 
the theater doors.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 10.—William 
Goebel will receive the certificate of elec- 
tion as Governor of Kentucky by the Elec- 
tion Board, and the managers of both 
parties express their willingness to ‘‘wade 
in blood’ to seat their candidate. 

The three members of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commiseioners which will finally pass 
upon the returns were chosen, under the 
terms of the Goebel law, by the Legisla- 
ture which enacted that measure. They 
are Judge W. J. Pryor of Frankfort, C. B. 
Pointz of Maryville and W. T. Els of 
Owensbors, All are friendly to Goebel and 
ail are Democrats. The law provides for a 
meeting of commissioners on the 
fourth Monday after the election, In _ the 
mountains of the Eleventh District. where 
there are a number of precincts etill un- 
heard from, hundreds of men are‘arming 
and will line up facing each other at the va- 
rious county seats when the official count 
is made. Winchesters are at a premium 
in that sectton and in several towns the 
Suppiy of ammunition is said to have been 
exhausted. 

In the Bluegrass region the feeling 
against the Goebelites is particularly strong 
and steps are being taken to organize volun. 
teer regiments with which to inaugurate 
Taylor and prevent the swearing in of 
Goebel. 

Capt. Stephen G. Sharpe, an ex-Demo- 
cratic State Treasurer and an ex-Confed- 
erate soldier of note, said at Lexington: 

have telegraphed Gov. Bradley that 
he can call on me for any assistance, civil 
or military. We can raise two full regi- 
ments of able-hodied men in this city and 
county who will go to Frankfort and pre- 
vent the seating of Goebel. It looks as if 
a revolution is the only alternative to the 
advocate of a free ballot and honesty.”

University of California Will Devote 
Special Study to the Coming Shower. 
PERKELEY, Cal., Nov. 10.—The meteoric 

shower which astronomers predict for next 
week is to be made a subject of special 
study by the department of astronomy in 
the University of California. Under the di- 
rection of Prof. Armin Lauchner prepara- 
tions are beng made for such records to 
he taken as will prove of interest to the 
general public. Special observations wil! 
be conducted in conjunction with the ob- 
servatory at Mount Hamilton. Photo- 
graphs will be taken and special features 
noted. The special object to be obtained 
is’ the determination of the radiant, the 
point in which the paths of the different 
meteors If produced would meet. The ex- 
act location of this point is necessary for 
the calculation of the orbit of the meteors 
about the sum. Beside the dtermination 
of the radiant point a count of the number 
of meteors appearing at given intervals 
will be kept in order to find out the densest 
portion of the swarm.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Great Interest 
is felt in the War Department over Agul- 
naldo’s sudden change of base northeast- 
ward from Tariac to Bayombong about 7) 
miles distant.

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CHINESE WERE AFBI 


REFUSE TO TRANSLATE CHARAC- 
TERS ON LOTTERY TICKETS. 


WEE HAW WAS DISCHARGED. 


Chinese Witnesses Claimed They Could 


Not Read, but Afterward Said 
They Feared Highbinders. 


——— 


A Chinaman has outwitted justice and 
that, too, in a court that knows ho fear 
in punishing violaters of the law. 

What is yet stranger, the officers of the 
court were convinced of the guilt of the 
prisoner, yet the United States District 
Atorny had to ask- the United States Dis- 
trict Court to discharge the culprit. 

That is why We Haw is free to-day when 
th Government believes he has violated 
one of its most stringent laws—that of mis- 
using the maiis and conducting a lottery. 
_The case was reported by Postoffice In- 
spector McKee. He not only had testimony 
that Wee Haw was conducting a lottery, 
but captured a bunch of lottery tickets. 
These were submitted as evidence. 

Yet this was not enough to convict. The 
court would ask that the inscriptions on 
the tickets be read and translated. The 
Chinaman who gave the information that 
the tickets were those of a lottery claimed 
that he could not read them. Other China- 
men were called in by District Attorney 
Rozier. But they all shook their heads 
and claimed not to understand what the 
Strange figures on the slips meant. 

St. Louis was scoured for a man who 
would read the slips. In the city there 
are but 30 Chinamen who can talk English, 
outside the affairs of a laundry, and less 
than that number who can intelligently 
translate from Chinese manuscript. 

One safter another they were all tried. 
but tO no avail. Finally dme confessed that 
‘t was not ignorance that kept their ‘ips 
c.osed, but the fear that their deaths would 
occur at the nands of Highbinders. They 
said the powerful men of this Chinese or- 
der of murderers were high in the favor 
of Wee Haw, and he of them, so that any 
harm they might cause to come to the 
peseomer wouid revert to them an hundred- 

d. 

Other Chinamen confessed to the same 
fear and Mr. Rozier did no more among the 
Celestials of St. Louls. He asked the De- 
partment of Justice at Washington for an 
interpreter. One was sent out here, a wom- 
an, in the employ of the United States 
Government. She talked English fluently, 
but confessed she could not read Chinese. 
A man was next called, He could read, 
he said, the ordinary script, but thet om 
the tickets was different.

The interpreter glanced furtively around 
and said nothing. He went back to Wash- 
-ngton. The resources of the local office 
were exhausted. When the case was calied 
in the District Court Thursdgy Mr. Rozier 
Stated to Judge Philips the difficulties he 
had met, and those that had baff'ed the 
Postoffice Inspector’s Department, and ask- 
ed that a nolle prosequi be entered.

The President Will Address 
Himself to the Task. 


GENERAL LUDLOW’S MISSION. 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE TO BE 
HAD WITH M’KINLEY. 


The Latter Is Not Yet Satisfied That 
the Cubans Are Capable 
of Self-Govern- 
ment. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The firet task 
to which the President will address him- 
self, now that the election is over, is the 
establishment of civil government in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. He is displaying consid- 
erable impatience to have this work, which 
has been hanging fire so long, pushed 
through ase soon as possible. The first step 
toward the establishment of civil govern- 
ment in Cuba is the completion of the cen- 
Sus, and that, it is now expected, will be 
finished by the end of the month. 

The President's desire is to have Cuban 


self-government in operation at once, 80 
that Congress may be enabled to observe 
its practical workings, and be aided there- 
by to frame laws for the permanent gov- 
ernment of the island. 

Gen. J. P. Sanger will leave for Cuba on 
Saturday to observe the taking of the cen- 
seus. J. G. Rathbone, the Director of Posts 
for Cuba, has just arrived in Washington, 
inet onse to a call from Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Smith, and Gen. William Ludlow has 
been summoned from Havana to confer 
with the President. 

On the conference with Gen. L Ww, 
more than anything else, will depend the 
future of Cuba. It was given out some 
time ago that:- when the time for the es- 
tablishment of Cuban government came 
Gen. Brooke would be sent for, but events 
since then have made it eo clear that one 
of the department commanders may be 
better able to give information of value 
on the subject than the Governor-General 
that Gen. Ludlow has been sent for in hie 
piace, 

The President himself is not quite con- 
vinced that the Cubans are yet ready for 
self-government, but some members of the 
Cabinet are, and if Gen. Ludlow supports 
them in that view, the future of Cuba will 
be assured. The commander of the De- 
partment of Havana is an energetic offi- 
cer, who has made a study of the island, 
ntirely apart from his official duties, and 

e is an authority on the subject: The 
Measure of self-government which will be 
given to the Cubans apparently will de- 
pend on him. 

In any event, the end of Brooke's term 
as Governor-General is close at hand. 
The department commanders will remain 
for a while, to be ultimately superseded by 
civil governors, if the plan works well, but 
the Governor-General will go. Nor 1s there 
any prospect that Brooke wil) exchange 
the vernor-Generalship for the position 
of Civil Governor. That office, it is under- 
stood, will be for either Gen. Ludlow, Gen. 
Wood or Gen. Wilson. Several of the 
Havana papers are demanding the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Rathbone and his appointment 
would give satisfaction, but it seems likely 
that the appointee will be one of the de- 
partment commanders. Gen, Fitzhugh Lee 
is alsO advocated for the post, : 

Cubans here, even of the agitator class, 
would find no fault with the appointment of 
Gen. Wood. He and Gen. Wilson have es- 
caped the atacks which have been leveled 
et Gen. Brooke, and even at Gen. Ludlow. 
The Times correspondent recently asked 
two of the most violent of the Cuban agt- 
tators, editors of a paper, which had to 
be suppressed by the American authori- 
t'es, if there was any criticism whatever 
in their party of either Wood or Wilson. 
They reluctantly admitted that not even 
the independence party had found anything 
to quarrel with in the administration of 
either. 

After the appointment of the civil gov- 
ermmor, a portion of the army will be with- 
drawn, but how large a portion has not 
been decided upon. The rouble with the 
appointment of one of Mahe department 
commanders is that he would have to re- 
sign his comraission. It is belleved that 
Gen Wood would be more likely to do this 
than the others, and this leads to the he.- 
Nef that he wil! be appo‘ntee, although 
Gen, Leo's friends point to the fact that 
as his is a tommission in the volunteer 
army it would be easier for him to resign 
than for the others, The civil governor will 
be divested, it is understood, of all mili- 
tary functions, except those which the 
governor af a State exercises as the com- 
mander-in-chief As it stands now. most 
of the officcholders under the Cuban Gov- 
eriment are Cubans and the experximent will 
be a practical one in self-government. Gen, 
Ludlow has me@ all the municipal ap- 
pointments in Havana, including the Mayor. 

If Cuba does get self-government, ‘t will 
be mainly due to Secretary Root. He has 
Urged the substitut'on of civil for military 

ovetTnmMent ever since he enteved the Cab- 
net, and has been the prime mover in 
the cause of self-zovernment. 

When the case of Puerto Rico comes to 

considered, it js believed that the ap- 
jointement wll go to Governor-General 
‘41s.

AGUINALDO HAS 
BEEN LOCATED 


Filipino Leader Has Escaped 
Another Trap. 


HE IS NOW FAR TO THE NORTH. 


TAGALOS CAPITAL WILL BE RE- 
MOVED TO BOAMBANG. 
ames Mitten 
Gen. Wheaton Has Made Successful 
Landing Without Aid of the Oregon 
and Is Now on the March 
From Dagupan. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Reports from 
Manila at last definitely locate Aguinaldo. 
who is said to have deserted Tarlac, the 
capital of the Filipino insurgent govern- 
ment, and to be on his way to Bayombon, 
100 miles northeast. 

The recent calculations have been that the 
insurgent leader was in Bayambang, not far 
from Tarlac, in which case the several 
forces under Gens. McArthur, Lawton. 
Young and Wheaton would have had him 


practically surrounded, but Aguinaldo, it 
appears, has escaped from the trap. 

There has been some doubt as to the name 
Parnesans. but this has been cleared up by 
definite information fixing Bayombon, in- 
stead of Bayambang, as tne place of Agui- 
naldo’s residence. 

It is expected that the insurgent cap!tal 
now will be shifted to Bayombon, and the 
efforts of the American military forces wi!) 
be directed toward that point. It is in the 
mountainous country of the north, and ap- 
parently out of the fertile and populous 
regions where Aguinaldo, thus ar, has 
conducted his operations. It is said to be 
accessible from the south by only one 
route, along a river which is a branch of 
the Rio Grande. 

Cable news from Manila, under date of to- 
day, says: 

Gen, Wheaton’s expedition arrived off 
San Fabian Monday night, but the surf 
was too high to permit the landing of the 
troops in small coats. Tuesday morning 
the expedition approached Lingayan, a sub- 
urb of Dagupan, which has a sheltered 
harbor with high sand dunes stretching 
from the water to the town. The Benning- 
ton, Helena, Manila, Callao and Samar 
Shelled the town and the beach for an 
hour with the fwll strength of their -bat- 
teries but there was no response, nor was 
there visible any sign of life. The troops 
were landed in boats, five steam launches, 
each towing four boats. When these ap- 
proached the shore and the troops began 
to land, a long line of insurgents rose from 
the sand and poured a heavy volley over 
the heads of the soldiers, following this 
with a rapid fusillade. The insurgents were 
excited and fired high, few of their bullets 
striking the boats. Twomen, however, were 
wounded. 

The companies were formed and ordered 
to lie down in the sand. They gave the 
insurgents a few volleys, and then charged, 
driving the enemy with a rush. 

The F%lipinos had run behind the dunes 
during the bombardment, the shelis plowing 
through the sand and doing them little if 
any damage. 

The gunboat Manila brought the news 
that when she left Gen. ‘Wheaton, with his 
entire force of 2700 men was Marching east- 
ward, leaving Dagupan. 

The battleshi regon, which had been 
ordered from Hong Kong to Dagupan, had 
not arrived at the latter place when the 
Manila sailed. 

Gen. Young, with his cavalry, took San 
Jose Wednesday. A small insurgent force 
stationed there retreated. The troops were 
ferried across the river to Cabanatuan on 
araft. During the passage an accident oc- 
curred by which @ private of the Twenty- 
second Regiment was drowned. 

Another attack has been made by the 
insurgents on Balinag, the rebels firing into 
the town for three hours, but doing no dam.- 
age. 
he insurgents held a celebration at Tar- 
lac on Oct. in honor of the anti-imperial- 
ists. 

The demonstration included a procession, 
teligious services and speeches by Aguin- 
aldo and other officials. 

The Independencia, in an®editorial article 
eulogizing W. J. yen, says; ‘IiMr. Bryan 
ehould be pictured {in Filipino history with 
equal.glory with Dr. Rizal. Rizal, Bryan 
and Aguinaldo are the glorious trinity of 
our political redemption.” 

Gen. Otis and the Spanish and British 
Consuls have made arrangements in ac- 
cordance with which the British cruiser 
Peacock is to take 2,000 rations and cloth- 
ing to the Spanish hee gpm in the Albay 
and Camarines provinces. 

Gen. Lawton experiences some difficul- 
tles on account of continued unprecedented 
rain in that section of country. He adv 
vanced at San Jose yesterday, at Car- 
ranglan to-day; strong force put through 
on Aligoa route; Young captured, yester- 
day, considerable additional Cubanatuan 
arsenal property in transit north, among 
which one hundred and forty-four two- 
inch and twenty-two boxes, one and one- 
sixty-five hundredths inch ammunition for 
Hotchkiss guns; fifty projectiles for five 
and eight-inch breech-loading rifle cannon, 
two boxes of pranadas, considerable other 
ordnance property, two tons casting and 
arsenal machinery in parts. He is meeting 
with opposition, but advance not much im- 
peded thereby. MacArthur reconnoitering 
north of Mabalacat yesterday; Bell to left,

England Will Not Tolerate 
Intervention in Transvaal. 


NOTABLE SPEECH AT BANQUET. 


OFFER OF MEDIATION, HE INTI- 
MATES, WOULD BE AFFRONT. 


He Defends the Course of the Govern- 
ment in Preparations for War and 
Argues for the Justice of 
lts Cause. 


LIONDON, Nov. 10.—The speech of Lord 
Salisbury, the Premier, in replying to the 
toast. ‘“‘The Army,” at the banquet in 
honor of the installation of the new Lord 
‘Mayor last night, was notable from the 
fact that it directly served notice on all 
foreign powers that no interference in the 
war with the Transvaal, not even media- 
tion, would be brooked by the British na- 
tion. The Premier evidently met with al- 
most unanimous approval, and wild cheer- 
ing followed his conclusion. 

“I have seen it suggested—and it seems 
to me a wild suggestion—that the other 
Powers will fnterfere with this country, and 
in some form or other dictate to those who 
are concerned in it as to what its object 
should be. Don't let any man think it is 
in that fashion the conflict will be con- 
cluded. We shall have to carry it through 
ourselves, and the interference of anybody 
else will have no effect upon it. (Cheers.) 
In the first place, because we would not 
accept that interference, and, in the second 
place, because we are convinced that there 
is no such idea in the mind of any Govern- 
ment in the worid. 

“Within my recollection there have been 
five or six great wars, involving in their 
ciose great territorial modifications, but, 
except the case of treaties, in none of these 
wars has a third party ventured to Iinter- 
fere between the combatants. In none of 
these wars has any nation claimed a right 
to determine what the issue of the contest 
or its terms should be. They have not 
claimed that right because they cannot, It 
is not in accordance with international law 
that they should possess it. Therefore, such 
dreams should be set aside. 

“ opening his speech Lord Salisbury 
said: 

‘‘We at present have mobilized only one 
army corps, consisting of 565,000 men, of 
whom 44,000 are already on the way to the 
Cape. To-day orders have been sent to 
mobilize another division, and if cailed up- 
on by the Minister to mobilize another 
army corps, we are quite prepared to do so. 
“Before turning to serious points, my 
duty is to inform you that our situation in 
South Africa is the oniy part of our rela- 
tions with other nations to which any term 
of apprehension or doubt can be applied. 
“For several years our relations with and 
cordia) feelings toward our kinsmen on the 
other side of the Atlantic have been con- 
stantly growing, and though neither we in- 
terfere in the affairs of their continent nor 
they interfere in the affairs of ours, we feel 
we can now always look for sympathy and 
a fair hearing among those who share w*n 
us so vast a mission for the advancement 
of mankind. 

“T Rave noted, as one of the cheering 
symptoms of the present time, the happy 
relations existing between the United 
States and ourselves (cheers) and the sym- 
pathy with which we watch their approach 
toward the same great problems that we 
ourselves have had to solve. 

“This morning you had Intelligence of an 
agreement between oursélves and one of the 
great Continental States, with which, for 
many years, we have entertained relations 
of sympathy and friendship beyond others. 
Samoa is not tn itself a very important 
matter, but it was important because it 
constituted a subject of difference beween 
ourselves and a nation whose good will we 
prize very highly. I do not know entirely 
the reason why the German people and 
Government attach so much importance to 
Upolu, but they do, and we are very glad 
to find the means whereby, without in the 
least diminishing the rights and advantages 
of England, we are able to gratify their 
views and sentiments. 

“The great event that interests all of 
us undoubtedly is the war, adorned with 
9 many splendid feats of heroism and skill, 
but saddened by so many losses. I have 
great difficulty in dealing with the war, and 
if I attempted to deal with the future I 
should be undertaking a task in prpenedy 
from which the hardiest would shrink. It 
has been often said, especially abroad, that 
we are a strong nation attacking a weak 
one, but so long as the principal part of our 
forces is separated by an interval of five 
or six weeks from the field of action, it 
would rather be true to say that we are 
a weak nation fighting a strong nation. 

“Whatever strategy there might be, we 
are well aware that the beginning of our 
conflict with the Boers must be marked 
by a retirement of our troops from positions 
they are not strong enough to occupy. It 
is necessary that we should wait for suffi- 
cient re-enforcements. do not attempt 
to forecast the future. I only say tnat 
my faith in the Briish soldier is unbounded 
and I am deeply gratified to feel that he is 
in the vigorous and sagacious hands of 
Gen. Buller.”

N OF THE MAILS 


NEARLY 15,000 POSTMASTERS AP- 
POINTED THE PAST YEAR. 


13,523 OF THE FOURTH CLASS. 


Number of Offices Established is 2035 
and Those Discontinued 
Number 1505. 


WASHENGTON, Nov. 9.—Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster General, John L. Bristow, 
in his annual report to-day, announces that 
during the past fiscal year 14,604 postmasters 
were appointed, 13,523 being fourth class 
postmasters and the remainder Presidential. 


Concerning the policy of removals the re- 
port says: 

The policy of former Administrations of 
removing fourth class postmasters for po- 
littal reasons, regardiess of iength of ser- 
vice, resulted in the changing ol: postmas- 
ters in all of the important fourth ciass 
offices early in those administrations. ‘lhe 
four years’ term of the great majority of 
fourth class postmasters therefore expired 
early in this Administration, which accounts 
for the greatly decreased mumber of ap- 
pointments made during the fiscal year as 
compared with the preceding one. Special 
attention to disciplinary measures and the 
general improvement of the service has 
therefore been permitted. 

There were 293 postoffices established and 
1606 discontinued. At the close of the year, 
the total number of postoffices in the coun- 
try was an even 76,000. he department has 
discontinued a number of private postof- 
fices, which it has been advised were con- 
ducted for the sole benefit of some private 
institution; not oniy depriving the vern- 
ment of its legitimate revenues, Dut giving 
undue advantage over gaypeting firms in 
postal facilities. 

Extension of rural free delivery necessi- 
tated discontinuing 80 postoffices, applica- 
tions to restore a number of which are now 
pending. 

About 4000 more postoffices were inspected 
than in any previous year. Registered mail 
lost averag one piece in every 2,980 han- 
died. There were 1679 postal arrests during 
the year, including 119 postmasters, 31 as- 
sistant postmasters, 41 postoffice clerks, 2 
railway postal clerks, & letter carriers, and 
861 postoffice burglars. Of all these, 659 
were convicted and 629 cases are suill pend- 
ing in the courts. The report says the 
practicability of transporting the mai.s over 
the proposed all-American route to the 
Yukon is a problem yet to be determined 
and a recent inspection found so few set- 
tlers in this intertor country, that only 
one postoffice was estabiished. Among the 
recommendations are for authority for in- 
spectors to take out search warrants when- 
ever necessary; for payment of expenses of 
various authorities in arrest, and deten- 
tion of postoffice prisoners; an appropria- 
tion for constructing inspectors’ lookouts in 
postoffices wherever deemed necessary; an 
amendment to the interstate commerce law 
to prohibit telegraph and express companies 
or employes from abetting green goods 
swindles, lotteries or similar schemes; leg- 
islation prohibiting loose pouching of circu- 
lars and other. small mail matter, and pro- 
viding a iarger newspaper wrapper than 
is now issued.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 10.—Robert 
H. Waters of Newburyport, Mass., has filed

Waters is Prof. Marsh's nephew. and rep- 
resents all the legal heirs to the Marsh 
estate, which is worth more than $1,000,-

Mr. Waters declares that Yale neglected 
to compensate Prof. Marsh: for his time 
and jabor. Further, he says, Prof. Marsh 
was of the op!nion that there was no future 
life and that the only way to win itmmor- 
tality would be by human agencies; that 
F University encouraged him in this 
belief and so brought him to a state of 
mind whereby he ignored his relatives. Yale 
autherities will fight the case. 


CABLE LINE TO MANILA. 


Admiral Bradford’s Plan Will Be Laid 


Before Congress. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Rear-Admiral 
Bradford has completed the official naval 
project for a transpacific submarine tele- 


graph cable between San Francisco and 
Manila in time to supply Congress with all 
the essential information at the opening of 
the next session that will permit intelli- 
gent consideration of the subject and 
prompt action for the inauguration of the 
great work. 

All doubt has been removed regarding 
the practicability of the enterprise by the 
adoption of Honolulu, midway and Guam 
as relay stations on the long line and by 
the discoveries made from the naval! sur- 
vey ship Nero as to the character of the 
ocean bed between those points. The sound- 
ing instruments of this ship disclosed an 
abyss in the western Pacific over five miles 
deep, but a slight divergence from a 
ae line fortunately developed a route 
avoiding this insuperable obstacle to lay- 
ing a working cable. At another point, on 
the same stretch between midway and 
Guvem, asubmerged mountain over 12,000 
feet in height was discovered and a reason- 
able level road around this was found. 

The physical practicability of the line 
now being assured beyond doubt, it only 
remains for Congress to weigh the military 
necessities and the commercial advantages 
to accrue from the construction and opera- 
tion of the system. It was represented to 
Congress at its last session that the reve- 
nue to be expected from a Pacific cable 
would not attract private capital unless it 
had a connection with Austraiia, Japan 
and China, as well as with San Francisco, 
Honolulu and Manila. For that reason it 
was deemed indispensable that the United 
States should own Kusai or Strong's Is- 
land, in the Carolina group, or a cable 
landing right there to insure the working 
a loop to Australia. The absence of this 
may deter any corporation from undertak- 
ing the operation of a cable across the 
Pacific without a heavy subsidy.

Charlies M. Sheldon, the Congregational 
minister and author of ‘In His Steps,”’ has 
abolished the Apostie’s Creed in his church 
and thas decided to adopt one simpler in 
form and language, and stripped of what 
he terms obsolete features, 
The essential features of the new creed 
were agreed on at a church meeting last 
night. The members of the congregation 
have been canvassed. and the new creed 
is satisfactory to all. It has not sacrificed 
the religiotis essential of the old Apostle’s 
Creed.

The American people are not so unmindful of their glorious 
past and so false to their principles as to sympathize with an 
effort to destroy two republics and wipe out the remnants 
of self-government on a great continent.

Let us 
be brave and assume the responsibilities which Providence 
has placed upon our shoulders. Let us have a sphere of in- 
fluence.

Especially in the suburbs of cities, 
where wooden hcuses are the rule, defective flues may be ex- 
pected to cause numerous fires. 

Now is the time, before severe weather arrives, to have flues 
overhauled and made safe. In this case prevention is every- 
thing.

Naturally this unexpected incident has 
set the people of North Perry in a flutter 
of excitement. There are only about five 
hundred persons in the plaee, and while the 
men earn their living by acting as guides 
to hunting parties and by working in the 
lumber camps, the women and children 
earn a little money in the spring and early 
fall by picking berries and sending them to 
the canning factories. Not often do they 
take a holiday, but they are determined to 
have one on the day when -the shaft is 
placed in position. 

The stone, which has just been completed 
at the granite quarry near here, was or- 
dered by the government, and the spot 
which it will occupy has been marked by 
the geographical surveyors of the United 
States Government as being precisely mid- 
way between the equator and the North 
Pole.

“I see,’ said Chris Von der Ahe this 
morning, “that some of the newspaper 
boys are again trying to have some fun at 
my expense. 

“They say that McGraw said certain 
things at our meeting in New York about 
refusing to join us unless we formed some 
friendly alliance with the National League 
folks, and that I retorted that we must 
fight the League or quit right there. 

“Well, the latter is my platform all right, 
but I did not say so at the New York meet- 


ing. 

“As to McGraw—he understands us and 
we understand him, and if the League folks 
knew just what he did say at our recent 
meeting in New York they would be more 
worried than they ear to be now. Judg- 
ing only from the statement McGraw to 
there, the recent interviews attributed to 
him in which he is made to say unpleasant 
things about our association, are lies made 
out of whole cloth. In the presence of a 
dozen persons McGraw said: “I am with 
this movement heart and soul.’ He said 
more than that, too.’ Bue even should Mc- 
Graw switch, what would that amount to? 
If the new League depended on one man 
for its existence it would have died six 
months ago. There is plenty of time to 
organize the new association. Many and 
many a baseball jeague has been put in 
shape after the first of the year. One man 
in the National League is credited with 
saying that there is no money back of the 
new movement. While he was saying 
that players were going around New York 
offering to sell at a very large discount 
notes given them by the owners of a cer- 
tain National League club for salary long 
past due. If 1 were to tell one thing that 
McGraw said about the financial standing 
of the Baltimore Club it would create a 
sensation the country over, but just at 
present I am not telling tales out of 
school.’’ 

Two baseball organizations in 1990 and a 
fight which will make the trouble with 
the Players’ League of 10 years ago re- 
semble a peace conference in comparison 
are the logital outcomes of the situations 
which surround the national game at the 
present time.

The establishment of a _ steeple- 
chase course was regarded as impractica- 
ble, owing to a deep canal which bisects 
the infleld traversely and a grove of ancient 
live oaks which occupies the lower end, 
However, six weeks ago President Charles 
S Burt sent Perey Taylor from Chicago 
to see what he could do with it. 

whose education in the timber- 
branch of racing was acquired in 
Pngland, and who had much to do with 
the construction of the course at Haw- 
thorne, reports that he has given New Or- 
leans not only the most picturesque, but 
one of the safest steeplechase courses in the 
country. The canal has been bridged in 
three places and a part of the track winds 
around the trees, leaving plenty of room at 
the narrowest part for a dozen horses to 
run abreast with safety.

LITTLE CARE OF POOF 


BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS IN THE 
ALMSHOUSES OF NEW JERSEY. 


SEXES NOT KEPT SEPARATED. 


The Conditions in Some of the Insti- 
tutions Are Such as to Be 
Unprintable. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—An astounding, 
almost incredible, condition of affairs in 
some of the county almshouses in New Jer- 
sey is revealed in an official report which 
has just been received by Gov. Voorhees 
from the State Board of Children’s Guar- 
diars. The investigation was carried on 


by Mrs. Emily E. Williamson of Eliza- 
beth, chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the board. Her investigations and 
her report show “That conditions in some 
of the almshouses have actually resulted in 
burdening the taxpayer with the support of 
illegitimate and feeble-minded infants, for 
whose birth the almshouses are responsi- 
ble. Fully 90 per cent of the little ones in 
these institutions, who have attended the 
so-calied alimshouse schools, can nelther 
read nor write.”’ 

Mrs. Williamson tells Gov. Voorhees that 
details of the conditions in some of the 
almshouses are absolutely unprintable. The 
Situation in the almshouses in Burlington, 
Salem and Sussex Counties is stigmatized 
as disgraceful beyond deser.ption. In none 
of the almshouses in those three counties 
are the sexes separated. 

In the Pemberton almshouse the men and 
women are allowed to mingle freely. One 
of the child inmates is feeble minded. 
There are many born in the almshouse as a 
result of the criminal negligence of the 
management. 

Mrs. Williamson found the conditions in 
Pemberton almshouse so dreadful, she says, 
that she d.d not put them in her report 
to Gov. Voorhees, but has reserved them for 
a special report to the Legislature, giv- 
ing a detailed history of each case. 

In the Salem Countay almshouse she 
found three children, two of them babies. 
Both children were born in the almshouse, 
one being black, the other white.
